The United States has agreed in 
principle to assume virtually all 
of Britain’s dollar expenditures in 
the combined zone. This will 
amount to about $250,000,000 in 
addition to about $400,000,000— 
the American share under the pre- 
vious 50-50 arrangements. 

In return, Great Britain has 
agreed in principle that the United 
Staes should have a larger voice 
in economic affairs, but reliable 
informants said certain British 
reservations would, in effect, pre- 
vent the United States 
tually obtaining increased authori- 
ty commensurate with its in- 
creased share of costs. 

This is a most serious deadlock 
because the United States insists 
upon more authority to direct ex- 
penditure of the money it will put 
into Germany. State and War De- 
partment officials are well aware 
that great difficulties would con- 
front them in Congress if greater 
control of greater expenditures is 
not forthcoming. 

The Anglo-American talks start- 
ed after the British served notice 
that they would not be able to 
meet any more of the dollar ex- 
penditures in the combined Anelo- 
American Zone after Dec. 31, The 
original agreement called for 50-50 
sharing. 

After several weeks of negotia- 
tion, the conferees struck several 
snags and the British had to refer 
them back 
The answers have come back but 
in. general these “compromises” 
are no more acceptable to the 
United States than the previous 
offers.

This bad humor Sad led Garner to do something understand- 
able, but regrettable. He had burned all his many letters and 
papers relating to his political days. 


“Too many of those writing about Roosevelt and his admin- 
istrations try to make it appear that every bad thing he did they 
opposed and that every good thing he did they had suggested to 
him,” he said. “I don’t intend to write anything from my papers 
and I don’t want someone doing it when I am dead. So, I burned 
them.” 


The best picture of Roosevelt yet done is the book by Frances 
Perkins, “The Roosevelt I Knew.” She was not seeking to defend 
herself or to prove herself right and Roosevelt wrong. She told 
the story of the man she knew, and she knew him better, as a 
public figure, than anyone else, unless it was Harry Hopkins, whose 
book is not yet published.

Pattern The substance of the Sun story follows the pattern of 

other reports which have been heard concerning Gen. 
MacArthur of late. It was to the effect that he will break his 
long self-imposed exile from the United States by returning to this 
country next April or May. 

Various little details were cited by way of giving credence te 
the reports. One was, for example, that MacArthur’s personal pilot 
had sold his automobile in Tokyo, with the delivery date set for 
next April.

William F. Lozier. a law asso- 
ciate of the former Chief Justice, 
said he arrived at the office at 
about 8:30 a. m., went to Judge 
Reid’s office and read The Consti- 
tution which was on the desk. He 
noticed nothing amiss until the 
building superintendent informed 
him of his law partner’s death 
some 30 minutes later. 

Lozier then noticed Judge Reid’s 
hat and coat hanging in his office 
and discovered a wide-open win- 
dow, with the wind-break re 
moved, in an empty room in we 
office suite. The open window was 
directly above the spot where the 
body was found. 

A coroner’s inquest has been set 
for 9 a. m. today. 

Lozier said his law associate had 
been in a sanatorium for several 
weeeks and had appeared despond- 
ent since his return to work about 
five days ago. Lozier said Judge 
Reid’s health had ‘not been good 
“for some time.” 

C. E. Gregory, Jr., a third asso- 
ciate in the law firm, was. late 
arriving at the office due to an 
appointment with a dentist. 


Judge Reid opened his Atlanta 
law offices last year after return- 
ing from Germany, where he 
served as a member of the War 
Trials Commission at. Nuernberg. 
In November, 1945, he was pre- 
sented the Legion of Merit by Lt. 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay, Deputy Mili- 
tary Governor of Germany, Judge 
Reid was, at the time, a colonel 
and was Chief of the Property 
Control Branch of the Office of 
Military Government in Germany. 

Last March, Judge Reid figured 
prominently in the news as Chief 
Counsel for Acting Gov. Thomp- 
son in the litigation before the 
State Supreme Court which led 
to t ousting of Herman Tal- 
madée from the Executive office. 

He also was Chief Counsel in a 
suit last year seeking to declare 
Georgia’s County unit system un- 
constitutional. 

Judge Reid was only 41 when 
he was appointed Chief Justice 
of the Georgia Supreme Court by 
Gov. E. D. Rivers in 1938 to fill 
the unexpired term of the late 
Chief Justice Richard B. Russell. 
He served until July, 1943, when 
he resigned to accept a lieutenant 
colonel’s commission in the Army. 
He had -been credited with re 
organizing the Georgia Court 
along more efficient Tines. 

In October, 1942, Ellis Arnall, 
then Governor-Nominate, an- 
nounced he had asked President 
Roosevelt to appoint Chief Justice 
Reid to the United States Supreme 
Court to succeed James F. Byrnes. 
Arnall said he would like to see 
a Georgian named to the Supreme 
Court and favored Judge Reid as 
“a liberal conservative. 

Judge Reid was born Sept. 25, 
1897, in Blairsville, the son of 
Norville Y. and Sarah E. Reid. He 
worked his way through Young 
Harris College and began work in 
the Young Harris Bank. He be- 
came cashier of the bank at 
only 15. 

From 1919 to 1922, he was a 
employee of the Citizens Bank a 
Gainesville, and served as 
President the latter part o 
period. He studied law privately 

at Gainesville and was admitted 
to the Georgia bar in 1922. 

Although he began the practice 
of law in Gainesville, he soon 
moved to Atlanta. He was a mem- 
ber of the law firm of Little, Pow- 
ell, Reid and Goldstein, when he 
was appointed Chief Justice by 
Gov. Rivers. He had known Rivers 
since his Young Harris days. Gov. 
Rivers also named him to the 
State Board of Education. 

In 1936, he was appointed Chair- 
man of the State Democratic Exec- 
utive Committee, serving until his 
resignation in 1938. 

Judge Reid was a member of 
the Board of Trustees of Young 
Harris College, a Mason, a Knight 
Templar, a Shriner and a member 
of the Methodist Church. 

He is survived by his wife, the 
former Mrs. Agnes Baker, whom 
he married shortly before ‘he re- 
ported for duty in the Army in 
1943. He once remarked: 

“I’m distinguished for one thing. 
I resigned from the State Supreme 
Court, entered the Army, got mar- 
ried and became a grandfather all 
on the same day!” He referred to 
his stepgranddaughter. 

In addition to his wife, he is 
survived by three sisters, Mrs. 
Philip Preiss, of Atlanta, and Miss 
Addie Kate Reid and Miss Hazel 
Reid, both of Blairsville. 

Funeral services will be conduct- 
ed at 1 p. m. today at Spring Hill. 
Burial will be in West View Ceme-

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DeKalb School Pupils 
Unscathed by Friction 


By CLARK HOWELL, JR. 


DeKalb County’s 11,000 school children are not yet suffering as a 
result of the nearly year-long political wrangle, but the future morale 


of the entire system depends on a speedy termination of the row./ 


Thus Jim Cherry, consultant for 
the DeKalb Board of Education, 
appraised present conditions in the 
DeKalb schools Friday. 


Cherry took a dispassionate 
view of the present controversy 
between the grand-jury and the 
Board, declaring that the school 
system would continue to operate 
completely divorced from politics. 

“The DeKalb school system 
needs to make no defense or 
apologies. It is operated on a 
strictly professional basis and to! 
my knowledge there is not one 
instance of squabbling between 
teachers or between teachers and/| 
principals in the entire system,” | 
Cherry stated. “What concerns 
me most is the demoralizing ef- 
fect prolonged political feuding 
will have on our school system.” 

As evidence of the present high 
morale within the schools, Cherry 
reported that attendance was 96 
percent during the months of Sep- 
tember and October. 

Cherry also pointed to the fact

telephoned The Constitution to 
say he felt the school work in De- 
Kalb was moving along in a great 
way. 

“Ihave recently visited many 
of the schools and find that teach- 
ers, principals and bus drivers are 
doing their work well. I was im- 
pressed with the classroom work, 
although many classrooms are 
crowded. 


“] have asked the school people 
to stick to their work and give 
full time to their school duties 
and to avoid any political contro- 
versy. 

“the building program is pro- 
gressing and the crowded condli- 
tions will be relieved as soon as 
possible.” 

He also said that everybody in 
the school force was co-operating 
and that he was happy to be back 
on the job, giving his best service 
to the schools. 

C. W. Hoover, of Covington Rd., 
declared that he was misquoted in 


that 10 construction projects, cost- 
ing approximately $600,000 are 
now under way at Redan, Lithonia, | 
Clarkston, Stone Mountain, Brook-' 
haven, Bouldercrest and South- 
west DeKalb. ' 

In addition, we have brought 
the plumbing, water supplies and 
lunchroom facilities up to stand- 
ard. The Board of Education has 
distributed $40,000 worth of equip- 
ment such as desks, laboratory 
materials, and tables throughout 
the system, and 15 of the latest 
type all-steel bus bodies have been 
purchased for the transportation 
program. Every bus now meets 
all safety specifications. 

Cherry explained that the Board 
of Education spent “money only 
after careful planning. He said 
that the board had engaged 12 
leading architects who were now 
at work on plans for additional 
buildings. 

Cherry listed other innovations 
to improve the county school sys- 
tem which were inaugurated by 
the Board of Education as; (1)

Your Grand Jury is considerably dis- 
turbed by the large number of crimes. 
Presented to them involving the pro-| 
miscuous use of firearms. For many 
years it has been a felony to carry con-| 
cealed weapons, the penalty attached | 
seems to do little in discourging the| 
criminal from going around fully armed. | 

We respectfully request the incoming 
Grand Jury to give some time and study | 
to a State Registration Law similar to 
on the registering of 
dangerous weapons, but to cover pistols, | 
revolvers and guns with les« than 
eighteen inch barrels that may be car- 
ried as concealed weapons. It is our 
belief that law abiding citizens would he 
giad to comply with the registration law 
and is would assist the Enforcement Of- 
ficers in their work. 

JAILS

00.00 per vear are to he issued only to 
individuals who are local residents and 
have been local residents for a period of 
one vear. 

At the present time there are licenses 
for 154 liquor stores in the City of At- 
lanta and 21 in the County. This is the 
liquor stores per- 
mitted in the City of Atlanta. As @ re- 
sult, these ‘“‘franchises"’ are very valu- 
able and it is reported to us that these 
licenses sometimes change hands at a 
coat of from $10,000.00 to $40,000.00. The 
number of stores considePfably 


recently reported that the price of whis- 
key is higher in Atlanta than in any 
other large city in the country. 

Although licenses cannot be issued to 
other than local residents. it is felt that 
in reality some of the liouor stores in 
the Citv and County are owned by’ ver- 
sons who are non-residents, but have 
the licenses issued in the name of a local 
individual. It is recommended that a 
check be made of all City and County | 
licenses to see whether or not the 
owner actually is a local resident. 

Although the records indicate that no 
great number than four liquor stores 
in ulton County and the City of At- 
lanta are owned by any one individual, | 
it is recommended that necessary steps 
be taken to prevent anv individual from 
larger number of stores than 
this number. Such steps would prevent 
the retail liquor business in Fulton Coun-

Under any cir- 
cumstances we suggest the feasibility of 
sending bills for this service on post. 
cards, as is being done by some other | 
public service organizations,

ing grounds selected for their depressed 
elevation are trenched with earth mov- 
ing machinery, and the trenches filled 
with the garbage. and then covered over 
with earth and packed.

FIRE HAZARDS AND PREVENTION 

Fulton County has two stations——No. 21) 
at Ruckhead with 31 men and No. 22 at) 
Center Hill with 17 men. Another station 
is tuunder construction in Cook's District. 
Also, the County pays half of the opera- 
tion cost of the City Station No. 2 at 
Lakewood with a force of 10 men. Alarms 
are answered by the Atlanta Department 
and the Fulton County Department in 
both city and county without charge. to 
either. 

During the eight (f) 
January through August, the Atlanta 
Fire Department and¢wered 185 alarms 
outside the city and the Fulton County 
Fire Department answered 17 alarms in 
the city. Of the alarms answered by the 
Atlanta Fire Department outside the city, 
47 percent were for woods, grass and 
trash fires. This directs attention to the 
importance of everyone guarding against 
this type of fire. 

There are no alarm boxes outside the 
city, but all alarms in the county come 
in by ‘phone and al) calls in both city 
and county are to the Signal Room at 
Headquarters on Alabama Street. 

The present housing of the 
Equipment is a serious hazard, and the 
new Headquarters Building is being 
planned by Architects. who are receiv- 
ing advice from. the National Board of | 
Fire Underwriters. From a recent bond 
issue 300.000 dollars has been set aside 
for the building which. we were told, ' 
would cover its cost. 

A building site for the Headquarters 
Building at the corner of Gilmer and 
has been bought and 
paid for. The State has threatened to 
take part of this site for a4 Library Build- 
ing for the Georgia School, but we rec- 
ommend that thie condemnation he re- 
sisted by the city unless an equally ac- 
ceptable site can be made immediately 
available and the Fire Headquarters 
Building be rushed to completion.

You then requested a summary of our determination of the amount of 
expenditures applicable to those citizens of Fulton County living 
within the corporate limits of the City of Atlanta. 

We submit, herewith, the revenue and disbursements as shown 
by our audit report for the year ended December 31, 1946, with the 
percentages applicable to the City of Atlanta. 

As the percentages on which the summary of expenditures is shown 
cover our detailed analyses, it would, in all probability, be advisable 
to have the basis on how we arrived at these percentages explained. 

The revenue from taxes includes those taxes collected for the 
Fulton-DeKalb Hospital Authority and a 1% County-Wide School Tax 
levy, and the disbursements for the schools include the tax collected 
and $420,000.00 paid from revenue other than taxes.
